The Stamp Land Swindle. 

Tfiroui^h th« avarice of speculator.-;, or tlie 
neglect or inability of govern iiieiil tn prevent 
it, land motiopuly, the wor.-it of eocial evi's, 
still prevails. Thi.s was well proven in E(i- 
shnii long prior to the repeal of the Corn 
Laws. Canada, e.xpurienuint; it, proliibiis 
cunipanien froin'purchatiins large quantities 
of larVd, 'except' 'on - condition af selling it 
iipaiti. Australia has been cursed by it, and 
the great boon soiifiht by her population in 
the r!t,'iit cf '• free selecliuii " on the public 
domain. 

Still, with the experience of older com- 
muniliej bel'ore its eyes, it was reserved for 
our {^overnmeiil, in the outset of its career, 
to iiiHnuurale a difTererit policy, and otamp 
the impress of monopoly on it, to the serious 
injury ul actual settlei.'s. This having been 
done in tlie privileges granted or promised 
to Capt. Stamp, ive give notice that we will 
wage an uncompromising war against the 
coufirmatiun of all such unholy transactions. 

Stripped of all lis disgui.-ses, and propeily 
scrutinized, the Stamp Land Scheme is 
nearly allied to a pre-coiiceiled swindle. 
Hitherto, tlie land was snld by the Cornpuiiy 
al X'l an acre, although some parcels have 
been sulil ai SI. The former price, we are 
told, was the only price at which it could be 
sold ; but how the latter was reduced in 
price, we cannot say, — whether by the be- 
nevolence of the illustrious Company, or by 
the dariiii,' respoiisibilily of the Executive to 
meet a public e.vigency. From the Stamp 
correspoiiUence, however, we, learn that the 
Compatiy refuses to sell the land ; that no 
instructions have been received stating the 
.terma on which it may be sold, or the person 
who.is.aulhorised to sell it. In fact, accord- 
ing lo ttie'oorrespondence, neither the Gov- 
ernor nor any body else, can grant an e.\- 
clusire privilege to a fool of land in the 
colony. Strange lo say, at this lucky pe- 
riod, Capl. Slamp — represeiiling plenty of 
inouey, proposes to the Governor to make 
plenty more by monopolizing a seaport, a 
town site, and 17,000 acres of land, with 
siindry other priv'leges. Our most e.vcel- 
leiit' Eicecutive, anxious, doubtless, to detain 
in the oolony a would-be scion of the land 
ed aristocracy — whoj' if not eincouraged, 
would damage his patriotism, and curse 
some other country with his scheme — con- 
curs with the propositions, and pledges his 
support. Now it appears more strange that 
this grand scheme should be sprung at so 
opportune a moment. Negotialions, howev- 
er, do not appnar to have been first opened 
in January, 1860, for in one uf the documenls 
laid before the Assembly, reference is madi; 
to prior pledges of support to Capt. Stamp. 
What their nature may be — whether verbal 
orotherwise, .w^^-|cannot say; Certain it is, 
that they e.x!ste(i. ~ And certain it is that 
this scheme had been long previously under 
consideration. We do not say that the fa- 
vorites around the throne have ought to do 
in fostering the scheme ; but thore is some 
evidence tather,ciroum«tiintial.,, . 

If there isno aothoiity to >sell the land, 
thon any one may enclose and occupy as 
well as Slamp and Company. If the olil 
legulalions exist, then all that is required is 
for actual seilleiif lo register their claims 
and pay Itie instalments. So we advise all 
those interested in mill-sites, farming land, 
or ti.-hing stations, to make their way 
quickly to Barclay Sound,and take up their 
claim!', as the most effectual way lo head- 
off th<s Stamp monopoly, and benefit them- 
Delves.

Political Death. 
The deepest gloom overspread our towns- 

f(dk yi^sitMilay iiiMniiiii.i, at the annoiince. 
iiienl niadi- in llie i'lcttiriti GuzeKe^ thai K. 
lliiminond Kin^; had died of cncocthcs scri- 
iciuli, after a lingnring illness of several 
months. Enrly last fall, whilst sufl'uring fr irn 
an attack of the San Juan fever, ho ' sntract- 
ed polilicD-monomania, wliich developed 
itself in cacodka scribcndi. This disease so 
affected his weak mental constitution that 
the government physiqiays] recomfnended 
milk-and-water articles three times a week 
instead of once. This mild tr,e9t.m?ntJi£Qil!.di 
perhaps have oecured his u-seful services to 
society for a number of year.'' in a less intel- 
lecliial but inoio congenial atmosphere; 
but, unfortU'iately, hi.s physicians failed to 
use the stelhescope in the examination of 
his f/icsf, which had siifTennl .severely whilst 
ill search of oliice ihrouyh the easletn ])or- 
ticiis of the empire and coming roniul Ca[)i; 
Horn, and which on a late exainination 
(■milled an empty sournl. The milk pro- 
vided from ihe government dairy being 
unlit for popular use, only clogged the pul- 
monary secretions, and aggravated his dis- 
ease, till yesterday it took a ' fatal, thnugh 
not unexpected turn, when he suddenly 
expired, lamented by all. His earl/ death 
in some measure, attributed lo iho 
government phy.siciaiis not having used 
those piepatalions of silver and gold, neces- 
sary ill diseases of the c/icj7 ; but a general 
opinion prevails that if ho had undertaken 
lo write for children instead of men, the 
selection of such a patriotic duly wouhl 
have been better adapted to his constitution, 
lie is now no more, ami wo cannot help 
dropping the tear of - sorrow- over his early 
grave. Peace lo his ashes. 

A Batch of Burglaries and Attempts. 

Sometime during Saturday nighl, the ollicc! 
of Wilson's lumber yard, on Wharf street, 
beyond the Fori buildings, was entered by 
burglars, the desk broken open, and ran- 
sacked for articles (A value. The fellow.s 
found nothing, however, worthy of taking, 
iiiid willulrew with llieir cupidity iin.satisfitHl. 

About 12 o'ldock, on Sunday niyht, .Mr. 
Cop|)erriian, a storekeeper on Johnson street, 
between Store and. Wharf, jvas; awakened 
by the cfTorts of some parties to enter his 
building through a window. He called out 
and the burglars fled. 

.A Mr. McCsuIey, residing on Humboldi 
ireet, near the Catholic Church, heard a 
noise on his stoop yesterday morning, and 
called out, upon which ha' heard the foot- 
.steps of several person.s retreating stealthily 
up the road. He immediately put his le- 
volver ill order, and watched for about un 
hour, when lie discovered that the rogues 
had returned and were raising a window 
with a view ol entering. 11 • immediately 
blazed away with his pistol, and the window 
was let down, and the burglars llcd along 
the road towards ihe city. Mr. .McCaulcy 
thinks ho may have hii one of them ; but no 
signs to warrant the belief could be found 
at da) light. 

Yeslfciday morning, about 2 o'clock, the 
house on Yates street recently occupied by 
Ml. J. T. Pidwell, and the scene of the de- 
predations of the scoundrel Birney, a short 
time since, was entered again by burglars, 
who vidited several rooms, turned over evi;- 
ry thing they came across, and broke open 
a trunk, but, fortunately, got nothing of value 
for their pains. Mr. Daniel Adams, who 
owns the premises, and occupies a room in 
the house, was finally awakened by the 
noise, aiul on proceeding into the entry, wiih 
a pistol in his hand, discovered a man beat- 
ing a relieat down the front stairs. Mr. A. 
iimnediiitely f^ave chase, but the fellow was 
loo nimble, and gained the street, and owing 
10 Ihe darkness of the night, made good his 
escape. 

Sometime during the same morning, the 
Police Court room, situated on the lower 
floor of the barracks, on View Btteet, was 
entered, the Judge's desk broken open, and 
the papers strewn around ; but as the ehick- 
amun is kept in a much safer depository, the 
toques again got nothing. 

Wo would aiivise our citizens to be on 
their guaril ayainst these miilnight robbers. 
Till! fastenings of every door should bo well 
examined before retiring at night ; and eve- 
ry possible precaution taken to loil the vil- 
lains. There is hardly any doubt but at; 
organized band of thieves have made this 
place their head-quarters, and where duo 
vigilance is not obaerved, they may yet bo 
successful in some of their oper'atidns.

MAnct;s Rowe — The casft .of Marcus 
Rowe, who was so triurnpliantiv ucqnitled 
on Saturday la 1, on the cliiiriii^ of steal- 
ing a porliiiii of the ciirgo of the b;uk 
Heather Hell, on her late voyage from I^on- 
don lo this port, furnishes another eviileiice 
of the ease with which a respectable man 
may be accused of the commission of crime, 
and his character blasti'd by malicious stale- 
ment.s. After leaving Honolulu, Rowe was 
subjected to every indigiiily ; a small room 
hardly large enough for him to stand up- 
right, or lo stretch his limbs, was construcl- 
.ed.on.deok, and-. he».was- compelled to sub- 
sist upon -food, of the- meanest and most 
scanty description. More like a wild beast 
than a human being, Rowe lived — if living 
it can be called — for more than a month in 
this cage or don ; and on ihe arrival of the 
vessel at this port, ho was handed over to 
th(! civil antlioritiei<, and confined in jail. 
FortiHialely, it (dianced that several of our 
citizens had been actjiiaintcd with the 
prisoner j'ears ago, anil knew him to bear a 
yood (diaracler.
